When the A rm y of tho P otom ac started 
on the W ilderness cam paign in tho spring 
of 1864, there w as a hasty rally of scatter­ 
ed com m ands, and men of itll ranks and 
stations w ho were on furloughs, detached 
service and the liko turned from their tem ­ 
porary occupations or pastim es, as do bor­ 
der settlers In tim e of Indian alarm , and 
rushed to the. field of danger. I reached the 
W ilderness battleground after an air line 
run to W ashington and a forced march 
across V irginia, and that, too, w ithout an 
ounce of personal baggage, w ithou t m on­ 
ey, w ith n oth in g hut a soldier’s regulation 
equipm ents and a scribbler’s Inevitable 
portfolio. I wits a veteran cam paigner, and 
after that lig h t the m yriad dead whose 
dum b, cold form s w ould never again utter 
love m essages rem inded m e that tho dear 
ones left In hind m e would anxiously aw ait 
tid in gs by every northern m ail. A volu n ­ 
teer soon learned that patriot fire m ust Ie 
fed by dear hom e ties; that in order to fight 
Well the soldier m ust love w ell, and so 
m other and sister and cousin and sw eet­ 
heart m ust share the w arrior’s thought 
and affection. I wrote the usual home let­ 
ters and hastily put on stam ps, letting the 
other rem ain so that I m ight use every sec­ 
ond of tim e before the la g would dose. 
When the call sounded and the m ail courier 
w as gathering his burden, I added “ just 
another w ord ,” d osed it and reached for a 
stam p, hut found nothing hut a fragm ent 
of a 8 cent * Issue.

Senator Tillman Makes Some 
Grave Charges.

W ashington, May 28.—Af tor a lo dr 
period of silence Senator Tillman (S. 
C.) startled flu* senate I y a speech no 
less dramatic in its delivery than sen- 
national in it?* allegations. He preceded 
it by presenting a resolution for the ap­ 
pointment of a special committee of 
live senators to Investigate charges of 
speculation by senators while the tariff 
bill was before the finance committee. 
In advocating the resolution Mr. Till­ 
man threw aside the usual < 'invention- 
alities of the senate and, with a plain­ 
ness of speech seldom heard about the 
halls of congress, (Milled on his associ­ 
ates 
to investigate 
the 
published 
charges of senatorial speculation, and 
if found true, to purge the senate of 
those who debauched it. 
Mr. Abit jell, in charge of the tariff 
bill, answered Mr. Tillman in a sweep­ 
ing denial. 
The Tillman resolution was referred 
to the committee on contingent ex­ 
penses of the senate 
Considerable progress was made on 
the tariff bill, lo pages being covered. 
Several votes were taken during the 
day, but the finance committee had a 
liberal majority in every install e. The 
Democratic members of the finance 
committee in ole a strong effort to re­ 
duce the rates on window glass, but 
their amendments to this effect were 
defeated.

The statement, lie 
said, that a sugar schedule had been 
made upon Mr. benedict’s yacht when 
the president was on board with officers 
of the sugar trust was not true, aud its 
falsity hail been established after the 
committee had probed the statement to 
the bottom.

It is evident that 
production far beyond the consum ing 
demand has forced the industry into a 
w aiting attitude. 
Distribution of all 
drygoods is at preseat res.ored also by 
cooler w eather than is usual at this rea­ 
son. 
The woolen m ills are producing 
more than thev have done tor years, 
tbougn much less than they could or 
would like to produce, ana m anufac­ 
turers are doing alm ost nothing iii the 
wool market, though speculation has 
kept the sales large, in tour w eeks of 
May 28,*05,300 pounds, against 90,159,- 
850 pounds iii the corresponding weeks 
of 1892. 
There is some weakness ob­ 
servable w ith western holders, 
aud 
eastern prices o* gin to feel the weight 
of enormous imports, although holders 
still calculate on a rise as soon as new 
duties take * ffcct. 
The iron manufacture gains in spite 
of the closing of some furnaces.

production of pig exceeds consumption

A famous G erm an scientist bas, how- 
i vi r, proposed that tub* r« ulmis meat 
should he divided into at least two 
classes, and only that deeply impreg­ 
nated with" the genus of din ase should 
he condemned absolutely and ire* voca­ 
bly to cremation by the sanitary author­ 
ities. 
Now, however, a proposal has 
t» en mad**, bas* <l on mer* accurate* ob­ 
servation, that the diseased meat should 
not be thrown away at all, but should 
be potted. 
This of* ration is to he performed at a 
very high temperature ami under steam 
pressure, which would have the effect 
of com pit tely killing these* barely germs. 
Iii this way much meat which would be 
wasted can he* rendered til for human 
foes!, and it may Im* taken with impu­ 
nity. 
Sentiment will no doubt declare 
against the U s e of diseased meat iii spite 
of the assurance* of science.—Pearson s 
Weekly.
